The result is that we are' not only" unable” to increase our 
revenue by accepting a volume of new business, but we are in 
the awkward position of seeing our service suffer and our present 
patrons inconvenienced. 
Of course the increased use of our 
long distance lines is producing an added revenue, but we cannot 
enlarge our plant to take care of it and the delays and inconven­ 
iences due to the congestion is seriously embarrassing us.

In a time like this we believe the public will appreciate a 
frank statement of the situation. 
This has been our consistent 
policy and has won for us a good will which we believe will in­ 
spire patient and cheerful co-operation and consideration on the 
part of our patrons and the public. 


W e are serving the government first and éfficiently. 
This 
is no less than our duty and no more than every patriotic indi^ 
vidual and institution^ doing, also. 


W e are not making a profit out of the war and we have no 
expectation of a profit from our service in any one of the thir- 
teen telephone plants we have installed in army camps.
